The Dalilonega Railroad Ques- 
tion. ' 

The Georgia Railroad authori- 
ties say lhat they have no inten- 
tion of building a railroad to Dah- 
lonega, and it may yet be many 
years before the iron horse is 
seen coming into Dahlonega from 
any course. It takes more than 
newspaper puffs ami railroad meet- 
ings to construct .a road. Railroad 
nieelmgs have been held here time 
and again for years, and articles 
after articles written on the subject 
which if they could bo gathered up 
and pasted together, would reach 
for miles. Those of our citizens 
who have the most money, don't 
seem to late, any interest in a road. 
They say they are gelling too old 
to put any money in a railroad and 
that it could not possible be of any 
benefit to them. This may be true 
but if we adopt this as a rule most' 
of the people would cease putting 
out fruit trees and we would soon 
have no apples, peaches or other 
fruits. We should not feel dis- 
couraged. 

Alore than -111 years ago the first. 
railroad meeting was held in Dah- 
lonega by our most ^influential citi- 
zens. At that time there seemed 
to be no division among the citi- 
zens and all pulled togeth- 
er. At that time railroads were 
but few and the prospect of one tc 
Dahloner-a was much more gloomy 
than today, but they showed a 
Willing mind and all met and did 
what they could. Many of those 
citiaeus were gray haired at that 
lime and knew thai they could not 
live long, but they feltau interest 
in the rising generation. We 
should do like them.

Atlanta, Ga., March S. — In view 
f tbe fact that tbe impression 
seems to prevail that tbe new pen- 
law provides for practically a 
vice pension" Gov. Atkinson 
has determined to prepare and dis- 
tribute a list of questions which 
applicants for the benefit of the new 
■ must answer. 

The law docs uot propose to 
provide a service pension for all the 
soldiers who served in the army," 
said the governor to-day after a 
conference be and the attorney 
jeneral held on the subject. "The 
lea was to give state aid only to 
ucli old soldiers as are entitled lo 
assistance from the charity funds 
ot the counties. In other words ii. 
supplement what tbe counties 
are authorized lo do and to keep 
the old soldiers out of the poor 
house." Only 500 c»n be provided 
Eor by the appropriation made, but 
up to date between 4,000 and 5,000 
applications have been made. There

How the People are Plundered. 

We arc just in receipt of the re 
ports of the clerks of tbe Senate and 
House for the fiscal year 1894. In 
these reports is found a history of 
profligacy and plunder that should 
receive tbe severest condemualiaii. 
When we lake into consideration 
with the personal peculations the 
plain fact cf 4-ceut cotten and 35 
cent wheat, we are led to believe 
that the people ought to rise up 
and drive out this uest of plunder - 
ing politicians. 

To begin wilh, the officers and 
employes of the House cost an- 
nually §415,000. Tbe clerk hire of 
members and delegates is put down 
nt §256,000; contingent fund, 
newspapers, and stationery, $68,- 
000; coal, $11,000; furniture and 
■epaii'P, Jgl4,000; folding: room $21,- 
)00; contingent fund and mis. 
lellaueous, $55,000. 

The above with tbe Capitol police 
and other expenditures amount in 
the aggregate to $930,930.27. 
Nearly $1,000,000 is annually 
expanded, in taking en re 359 Con- 
gressmen aside from paying each 
a salary of $5,000. 

We will now take up some of tbe 
items which enter into (his large 
expenditure. The first item at- 
tracts attention is tbe $640 paid 
out monthly for Speaker Crisp's 
secretaries. FirBt cornea Mr, Water- 
man, who does all the work at a 
monthly salary of §177. Ha is fol- 
lowed by one of tbe family for or- 
nament, Mr. O. R. Crisp, at tbe 
same price. 

The two or supplement by the 
real gem of tbe collection, Mr. E. 
W. Barrett, at $134, whose only 
business is to correspond for the 
Atlanta Constitution and wear a 
clawhammer coat on state occa- 
sions. These clerks have a mes- 
to wait on them at $84. In 
this list is included tbe House 
chaplain at the least salary of al', 
$75. It it is not worth more than 
per month to pray for enob an 
_ egation of corruption as he 
does we are not a proper jud^e -ol 
mental efforts. We find as one of 
the House pffip,ai'g at locksmith at 
$117 per month. Just what bis 
duties are we have so for been un- 
able to find out. On page 121 we 
bi gin to strike "it rich.' 1 Here we. 
find 5352 paid out for cuvd-easee, 
pockethooka, combinations (we 
;now what they are, but they 
liifjh,) autograph alliums, 
visiting cards, and more pocket- 
books. This is: folio .ved on page 
120 with a bill of S10S for some 
more pocketbooks, gold peud aud 
holders, ctrdcases and fourteen 
dozen shears. On page 12S we fiud 
$311 more paid out for five dozen 
knives, twelve eases cutlery, and 
twenty-four cases of scissors. Oil 
page 130 we again strike a bill for 
$155 for card c.tseff, pocketbooks, 
and BOino lap tablets- Bat on pae;o 
132 we _ find a bill of $1,26S for 
sixty-one dozen pocket knives. 
Now sixty-one dozen pookefc knives 
is 132, which would give at least 
two knives to each member. 2?roi 
what we havo discovered the nun 
her o! pocket knives and scisso 
bought and paid for by the people 
would amount to at least twenty- 
five for oach member. We will 
continue this detailed statement 
until we hove gone through the 
whole list.— Nfition.il Watchman.. 



To Cotton Growers. 

Er>. Signal: — 

The undersigned has been ap- 
pointed President of the Cotton 
Growers Protective Association for 

Just why I should be so honor- 
ed I do not know, as I never for 
myself, nor by advice, has it ever 
been raised on any of my lands in 
Lumpkin county. I have done all 
in my power to repress any at- 
tempts at cotton raising in this 
county, and sometimes as to place 
a stipulation in the contracts with 
tenants that no cotton should be 
raised on the premises. 

The climate here is uusuiled to 
e cultivation of cotton, It is a 
sun plant, and requires extraordi- 
y fine seasons, or intensive cul- 
tivation. That is to say: unless 
lial fertilizers are used to a 
great extent, tbe plant will not be 
sufficiently advanced before the 
frost has billed it. To succeed with 
cotton planting in this region, and 
then for a year or two only, it is 
necessary to fertilize the land so 
heavily with fertilizers that tbe 
laud itself is soon destroyed. All 
our farmers, who have tried cotton 
for tbe past few yer.i'3, have lost 
money, tinia and labor by it — after 
getting at Gainesville, which is our 
market for cotton, less than the 
guano have cost.
